Czechs. Battle With Germaiu in Street Row 
Prague, March 12.— Three persons were injured and several arrests 
were made when Czechs and Germans dashed in Bruenn near the former 
Austrian border. 



Vancouver, B.C., March 10. — 
(C.U.P.)— A move to petition mem^ 
bers of the Federal government at 
Ottawa for a more generous and 
liberal policy in regard to German 
refugees was begun here last Wed 
nesday as Dr. W. G. Black, Presi 
dent of the League of Nations 
Society in Canada, Vancouver 
Branch, spoke to 1,000 U.B.C, stu 
dents following an address by Dr. 
Hugo Franck, former state attorney 
in Berlin who is now a refugee in 
Canada ' under a limited visitors 
permit. 

"Canada has not met her implied 
obligation to the League of Na' 
tions," Dr. Black declared. "On 
Monday a group of refugees will 
pass through Vancouver en route 
to Australia where a decent con' 
sideration is being made for them. 
I ask that each of you here present 
write to your local member at Ot 
tawa petitioning that the barrier; 
against refugees be somewhat re^ 
laxed on a basis of selected immi' 
gration. Canada can greatly bene- 
fit from the intellectual resources 
of some of these people who are 
being driven into exile, and they 
will make useful citizens who will 
add' to the material welfare of the 
country." 

Conditions In Germany. 
Dr. Franck, who began to learn 
English only two weeks ago, told 
thé students of conditions in Ger- 
many where "even the iron fence 
railings around houses and ' graves 
in cemeteries are being used for 
the making of arms." 

He told of wholesale conscription 
of Germany, her people, thought, 
and ideals, even animals, to the 
Nazi ideology, and of a general 
preparation for war. The Nazi 
theme goes so far in Germany, he 
said, that youth is being organized 
to go into each country in the 
world and explain the Nazi doc- 
trines. "You had an example of 
this in the recent meeting of Nazi's 
in New York," he declared. 

Prevailing conditions in the land 
of his birth, he believes will con- 
tinué "for a long time." The seiz-

Mr. Cowan is familiar with 
the conditions in the southern states 
and will bring a new point of view 
to the discussions. Both national 
se<iretaries of the S.C.M. have been 
Invited to the camp, and .refugee 
students from Germany, Spain and 
China are being asked to take part 
in the discussions. 

It is expected that the camp will 
be a miniature League of Nations, 
bût thé campérs are hot going to try 
to reform the world; they will 
merely try to get a better under- 
standing of what is going on in the 
world today, and also solve some 
ot their own difficulities.

Last Saturday evening the 
McGill Glee Club undertook a 
venture new in its. history when 
it entered as a unit into'compe' 
tition in the Quebec Music Fes 
tival. This Festival, which fol 
lows the example of similar ones 
all over England and in some 
parts of Canada, was foundec 
three years ago for the encour 
agement of amateur musica 
bodies and for the improvement 
of musical standards iii' the pro 
vince. 

The Glee Club was entered this 
year in the class for men's choirs 
of B rating. In this Class were two 
other choirs, the Capitol Male 
Choir of Ottawa and the German 
Chorus of Montreal, both of about 
the same dimensions as the McGill 
organisation,, but of more mature 
voices. Set pieces were "Hark! 
Hark! the Lark" by Schubert, and 
There is a Garden in her Face" 
by Broadhead, the former à spright 
ly and lyric selection, the' latter 
more flowing. 

Staton Criticizes. 
Mr. Staton, the adjudicator, in 
making his remarks, touched on 
several points, which he said "were 
designed to help the B choirs to 
wards becoming A choirs, ma'tters 
of interpretation, phrasing, and 
execution." The McGill club, he 
said, ' rather naturally lacked the 
maturity, of tone, of 'its elder com- 
petitors. It was, however, the only 
one of the entire evening's choirs 
which maintained a perfect pitch 
and it made up in Interpiretation 
much of what it lacked in tonç. The 
Ottawa' choir, which stood out in its 
precision and balance, was at. times 
a trifle mechanical, while the Ger. 
man Choir exhibited excelleat tone, 
although unfortunate in the pitch. 

The executive of the cliib eX' 
pressed satisfaction with the re- 
sults of this first attempt at open 
competition. In a few years with 
a conductor like Mr. Norrls who is 
without equal in these parts, and 
with enthusiasm as great as it has 
been this -year, they are confident 
the standard will be greatly im- 
proved.

U.B.C. Engineer Must 
Bury Fallen 

Crate

mobiles must be properly

ITiis is the salient fact which 
B. C. Provincial Police pointed 
out today to William Gross, 
third year U. B. C. engineer, 
whose latest hobby is wrecking 
automobiles. 

Last Monday, Gross gave a 
thrilling noon hour dime-a- 
head exhibition to his fellow 
students when he pushed his 
,1927 Buick Sedan over the 300 
foot cliff near the University 
campus. He made $20 on the 
deal, and came near to hurtling 
to his death on the beach below 
when his knee jammed for a 
' siecond under the dashboard of 
the moving vehicle from which 
he was attempting to leap clear.

Shortly after 12.30 noon Gross 
stepped Into the automobile, 
the engine of which was run- 
hih't,' and slipped it into gear. 
As the car moved towards the 
edge of the high bank he at- 
tempted to jump, but hfi'j knee 
caught im^ler the dashboard for 
a second. Just before the auto 
started on its 300-foot plunge 
Gross freed himself and leaped 
to the ground to watch his 
ancient "crate" sail over the 
edge, landing 100 feet below 
and breaking in two. The body 
left thé chassis and broke up, 
while the chassis rolled by a 
series of bounces to the beach 
200 feet below where students 
attempted to ignite it with 
gasoline.

Gross was unable to buy this 
year's licence for his car, and 
decided to try and make more- 
out of the proposition than he 
would by disposing of the 
vehicle to a second hand dealer. 
Following the magazine account 
of a similar imdertaking by 
students in an American col- ' 
lege,' he sold tickets for the ex- 
hibition to his friends on the 
campus, and made a profit of 
some $20 on the deal. 

Now. "Wild Bill", as he has 
been nicknamed at the Univer- 
sity, will have to remove from ' 
the beach, or bury all remnants 
of what used to be a motor car. 
Moreover he must provide the 
death warrant of the "chariot" 
by forwarding the registration 
papers to the Provincial police 
at Victoiria, with formal notifi- 
cation of the ■ disposal of the 
vehicle.

^HY do our large universities require 
that, students spend so inanj' years in 
the Arts course, so many years in Law, so 
many in Medicine, and so on with the other 
faculties? Why, in other words, is it pre- 
supposed that everyone will take the same 
amount of time to cover the same course 
of study? Tliis is n point dealt with in n 
pamphlet nn education in American uni- 
versities recently published in Pennsyl- 
vania, entitled "How Good Are Our Col- 
leges?" 

In it, the author points out how illogical 
it is to suppose that every student has ex- 
actly the same power of assimilation, and 
that a process of education, in which the 
good student is required to mark time to 
allow the slower one to keep in step willi 
him, is no better than the prison method 
of "time-scn'ing". 

Of course, most institutions of learning 
have a way of getting around the difficulty. 
For instance, some universities allow good 
students to take one or more "extra" 
courses during tlie session, nr they sec to it 
that some courses are by nature and con- 
tent more difficult than others. But what 
university will allow a student, no matter 
how brilliant, to graduate from a four- 
year course in three years? Why must they 
always insist that the number of courses 
required for the degree be taken in a set 
number each year, rather than aceerding 
to the ability of the candidates, some of 
whom migiit be able to accomplish in three 
years what another person could not ac- 
complish in si.\ years? 

"To do this, of course, would be to re- 
volutionize the educational system. Na- 
turally, there arc countless obstacles in the 
path of such a step; each individual, for 
instance, would have to decide (or liave ! 
decided for him) how many subject? he 
could profitably undertake to cover during 
the, course of a college term. It is easy to 
see that such a plan would tend to increase 
the administration difficulties of a large in- 
stitution. Perhaps such a factor as this 
is the reason that "time serving" has not 
been abolished long ago. Indeed, it has 
been done away with in many smaller 
."private" schools and collcgés, where such 
administrative difficulties would not occur.

Tlie Dcbalin; Union Replies. 
To the Ëditor of the McGill Dally: 

Sir,— Last year the Daily ran an 
editorial entitled "Debating Union— 
R. I. P." and its tone was some- 
what similar to that in the March 
6 edition of this year. Allow me 
to quote from that year old paper: 
"The fault lies with the executive 
of the Debating Union for not pre- 
paring a program that will attract. 
It is futile to point out that Hart 
House in Toronto would sink into 
the ground with shame over a turn- 
out such as the Union witnessed 
last night." 

At that time the Debating Union 
had probably its best executive in 
years. It seems to be an attribute 
of the Daily editorials to criticize 
the Union every so often. This is 
one of the surest signs possible 
that a society is alive when the 
press can give it such favoured 
attention. 

As to the actual criticism, I wish 
to point out some pertinent features 
of your editorial. The first issue 
raised was that there have not been 
enough Mock Parliaments this year. 
The actual value of Parliaments is 
somewhat in doubt, due to their 
failure at Hart House in Toronto. 
They were run by the staff of the 
University, and were probably the 
height of sportsmanship and debat- 
ing. Yet this year, Toronto could 
not meet two debaters from McGill 
who visited the Queen City because 
there was a lack of interest in 
public speaking. Yet the Daily ad 
vocales this system without proper 
investigation. Also as the editorial 
points out, the development, of 
new speakers is of prime import- 
ance. Yet how can an inexpert' 
cnced man correct his faults in a 
Parliament where there are no 
judges. The classical style of de- 
bate seems to be the one most 
likely to train good speakers. 

Now the question resolves itself 
into a consideration of classical de- 
bating at McGill during the past 
year. The Daily is apparently un- 
aware that the Intcrfaculty Debat- 
ing, which is called excellent, was 
started by the Debating Union and 
is under the jurisdiction of the 
Society's executive. Allow me to 
invite everyone to the finals to be 
held this coming Thursday. As to 
the inter-class debating, I wish to 
say that these societies have largely 
been instigated by the Debating 
Union, but are under the super- 
vision of the respective under- 
graduate societies, so the Union 
can only co-operate and has no 
direct supervision. As their chak- 
men can point out, this Union has 
always co-operated by furnishing 
judges and other advice. The execu' 



fives of the parent organization 
attend all debates and inus find 
suitable men for Intercollegiate 
contests. There have probably been 
more new men in important com- 
petition this year than ever before 
in our recent history. We have lost 
some debates, but believe that is 
worth while for the good material 
that we have imcovcred. In this 
respect, X also wish to point out 
that we have joined the Montreal 
Debating League this year and have 
extended our facilities in this direc- 
tion. On Tuesday, one of our men 
debated on the radio and another 
one is due to broadcast over the 
ÇBC and an American network 
next month. 

As to the confusion during the 
McGiU-Penn Debate, it was an un- 
fortunate accident duo to a poor 
phraseology of the tc^ic. The 
American speakers however real- 
ized how it occurred and were 
perfectly satisfied with the ultimate 
arrangement. They said after ex- 
amining the Daily that they had 
never seen so much debating at any 
University that they had been at 
in their travel. 

As to publicity I think that I can 
safely say that we have done our 
best. The Daily has always co- 
operated as much as possible, but 
with the terrible competition for 
publicity pn the Campus it is some- 
times hard to obtain the best ad- 
vertising for our events without 
rnaintaining a form of lobby. Some- 
times these people have not pressed 
enough or were not suitably, in- 
formed so that the publicity was 
not as successlul as it might have 
been. However, publicity is in the 
Daily's line and perhaps next year 
we will see an improvement in this 
regard. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, may I 
thank you for this space and also 
for your co-operation during the 
past year. We recognize our own 
shortcomings and hope that next 
year the Daily wiU not have reason 
to print its annual editorial on the 
state of the Debating Union.'

IX— THE FORMATION OF AN ADVISORY 
COUNCIL. 

One of the most important steps taken by 
the Executive Council of the Federation last 
winter at the meeting in Winnipeg was the de- 
cision to ask certain prominent citizens to act 
as Honorary Officers of the Federation. 

It was felt that If the leading men in the 
Dominion could be interested in the work of 
the Federation they could be drafted into a 
Board of Advisors who could be of great benefit 
to the organization. In the first place it is felt 
that these men, with an insight into the prob- 
lems of the country, would be in an excellent 
position to suggest services which the. Federa- 
tion might adopt for the benefit of its members. 
It was also felt that some of these advisors 
might be in a position to help implement some 
of these suggested services. 

When the Canadian University Press was 
organized it was felt by its first officers that 
a university press association of this nature 
should have as its advisor a man prominent in 
Canadian Journalism. As a result the executive 
approached the Dean of Canadian Newspaper- 
men, Dr. J. W. Dafoe, of the "Winnipeg Free 
Press." Dr. Dafoe graciously accepted the Hon- 
ourary Presidency of the University Press and 
the organization has been happy to have him 
associated with it ever since. The backing 
of such a men shows those working and build- 
ing that there is an active interest in their ef- 
forts being taken by the older generation and 
they are encouraged. 

If the Federation can obtain the interest 
of men of this caliber and if such citizens can 
play an active arid constructive role in the sug- 
gestion of ideas and can from time to time help 
in more concrete ways the Federation will in- 
deed be fortunate. 

One of the definite ideas behind this sug- 
gestion is the possibility of obtaining a large 
sum of money in the form of a governmental 
grant for Scholarships or other specific work. 
If such a grant should be forthcoming it is rea- 
sonable to expect the donors to ask who will 
be responsible for the safe keeping of the capi- 
tal sum. The Federation hopes to obtain the 
services of an Honourary Treasurer who would 
inspire confidence and who would be able to 
administer such a fund— alloting it to scholars 
appohited under the Federation's Scholarship 
scheme.

The number of students who eat 
in the cafeteria has dropped con- 
siderably in the past few years.

I will look into 
this question with intent of improv- 
ing upon the present rates charged, 
or of having more attractive food 
provided. It is simply a matter of 
competing with outside restaurants 
and cafeterias, and that can be ac 
complished, I feci certain.

Undoubtedly there are more stu- 
dents here that play billiards and 
ping-pong, or would like to, but 
feel restricted on account of the 
prevailing prices. I know that not 
only could they find greater inter- 
est in these activities through a 
reduction in ^the rates, but also 
would the Union have no unfavor- 
able balances, for the reduction 
would be taken up with the in- 
creased activity. 

With careful management the 
Union acquires, through the facili- 
ties offered, a social atmosphere 
that is unattainable elsewhere. Hav- 
ing this in mind I understand the 
responsibility in carrying out my 
platform, and if elected would will- 
ingly do my utmost to fulfil the 
position to the best interests of the 
student-body.

QUIZ PROFESSORS 

No Cribs Found Among Faculty 



Brookings, South Dakota.— "Out- 
side a cemetery sat a harassed cob- 
bler and an embarrassed oculist, 
picnicking on a desiccated apple, 
and gazing at the symmetry of a 
lady's ankle with unparalleled 
ecstasy." 

A few big words there, but it's an 
innocent enough looking sentence. 
But it was the stumbling block for 
faculty men on the campus. 

During exam week students de' 
cided to turn the tallies on the pro- 
fessorial fraternity, so they had 'an 
even dozen faculty members take 
dictation on that sentence, then 
checked the spelling. Those taking 
the test included three English pro- 
fessors, the head of the journalism 
department and a proofreading in- 
structor. 

Professor'George E.- Smock, head 
of the English department, was 
ashamed of his three errors, but he 
could console himself that he was 
better than average. For the aver- 
age faculty score ^n the sentence 
was four-and-a-quarter misspelled 
words. Only Mrs. Esther Korstad, 
typewriting and shorthand instruo 
tor, spelled every word correctly, 
while one faculty member missed 
ten words.

The Ifev Yorker Magazine says. 
"In a time of universal hysteria, 
it is natural for people to read 
deep social meanings into every- 
thing ('Ferdinand the Bull' was 
angrily denounced as party propa 
ganda by both Communists and 
Fascists). Also, since hate ' and 
fear put a man on his guard, it is 
natural for him to suspect that 
any writing which refers to his 
race or class or religion without 
violently upholding it is a partisan 
attack. This condition reaches so 
far down in the aesthetic scale 
that it even affects a fifteen-cent 
magazine designed primarily for 
entertainment. 

"Two weeks ago we printed a 
piece of fiction about a moronic 
doorman who discriminated against 
the Jewish tenants in his building. 
It seemed to us that the author's 
sympathies should have been evi 
dent to anyone, but we were, hotly 
criticized for anti-Semitism by sev- 
eral friends of ours who on other 
occasions had appeared to be as ra- 
tional as the next man. A few weeks 
before that we published a Profile of 
Earl Browder, which, in the spirit 
with which it approached its sub- 
ject, was not very much unlike an 
earlier one about Vincent Astor, 
the fashionable .restaurateur. This 
led. to accusations of vicious mis- 
representation, although none of 
our correspondents turned up with 
any specific inaccuracies. 

"At various times, In fact, we 
have been charged with editorial 
bias and venality by many groups, 
including representatives of the 
Catholic Churchi the American 
Legion, the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Racquet 
Club, the United Beekeepers of the 
State of New York, and the British 
Empire. 

"As we have said, we can under 
stand the reason for this attitude, 
but just the same we'd like to make 
our position clear to anybody who 
cares. We are opposed to totalit- 
arian governments, governments 
that push people around, in all 
their forms— all their forms, ladies 
and gentlemen — but from a class 
or religious point of view there 
hasn't been so miich as a Boy 
Scout axe ground around here since 
we started in 1925. As far as we 
arc conecrned, 'Heywood Broun 
and Bishop Manning are just as 
good as anybody else, and just as 
likely to talk silly as anybody 
else, too." ,
